Dedication  ceremonies  for  the 
new  planetarium  atop  Eyring 
Service  Center  will  be  7 p.m. 
Friday,  President  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson announced  Wednesday. 

Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  presi- 
dent of  Council  of  Twelve, 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints,  will  deliver  the 
dedicatory  address  and  prayer. 
Pres.  Wilkinson  will  conduct  the 
services. 

A demonstration  of  the  plane- 
tarium will  be  presented  by  Dr. 
Delbert  H.  McNamara,  Asst. 
Professor  of  math  and  physics 
who  was  instrumental  in  plan- 
ning the  new  facilities  with  Dr. 
John  Eastmond,  Professor  of 
Physics. 

During  the  ceremonies  the  new 
installation  will  be  formally 
named  the  Sarah  Berret  Sum- 
merhays  Planetarium,  in  mem- 
ory of  the  mother  of  Hyrum  B. 
Summerhays,  Salt  Lake  bus- 
inessman. Summerhays  and  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Colleen  Summerhays, 
donated  $25,000  towards  the 
project. 

BYU’s  planetarium  is  the  only 
one  in  Utah.  It  is  located  on  the 
Eyring  Science  Center’s  east 
dome  and  is  26  feet  square  with 


addition  of  a tiny  magnetic  tape 
“storage”  recorder  intended  to 
enable  the  new  satellite  to  give 
cosmic  ray  readings  for  an  en- 
tire circuit  of  the  earth  in  one 
five-second  broadcast  triggered 
by  a radio  command  from  the 
ground. 

The  changes,  it  was  revealed, 
have  increased  the  second  sat- 
ellite’s weight  by  1.6  pounds. 

The  total  weight  is  32.4  pounds, 

•compared  to  30.8  for  the  pre- 
sent explorer.  This  was  possible 
within  the  same  satellite  “shell” 
because  the  amount  of  rocket 
fuel  was  slightly  decreased. 

The  Amy’s  satellite  vehicle  is 
actually  the  fourth  stage  of  the 
launching  rocket.

In  the  planetarium,  the  $5500 
dollar  Spitz  optical  projector 
creates  an  illusion  of  the  sky. 
It  recreates  the  appearance  of 
constellations  of  stars  and  the 
Milky  Way  as  seen  at  different 
times  of  the  year  and  from  diff- 
erent latitudes. 

It  shows  the  daily  motions  of
